Long Block, 


NEVER IN BETTER HEALTH 


The itumor That Ex-President Cleve- 


land Mud Dropped Dead in Wash- 


ington is Unfounded. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 —12:30 p. m.~- 


The rumor to the effect that 'Hon. 
Grover Cleveland droppad dead in 
Washington this morning is totally un- 
founded. Mr. Cleveland arrived here 
ou a morning train from New York and 
proceeded directly to the Arlington ho- 
tel, where ho is occupying Senator His- 
cock's suite of rooms. A few minutes 
ago, Mr. Cleveland having his attention 
called to the alarming rumors, said: 
"You may tell my frienda thafc I have 
never felt better in my life than I do at 
this time." 
Mr. Cleveland expects to 


remain iu Washington until to-morrow 
afternoon and possibly longer. 


CIVIL SEBV10E LEAGUE REPORT. 


The special committee of the civil ser- 


vice league, consisting of W. D. Foulke, 
chairman, Chas. J. Boaaparte, R. H. 
Diim, Wayne MaoVe^gh and S. S. 
B )gers appointed to inquire into the 
"oondition of federal services and the 
opsration of the reform law," has com- 
pleted and submitted the results of its 
iavestigation of removals and resigna- 
nations of presidential postmasters, the 
first year of the present adminiatratioa. 
Tae report says that the committee 
noted with satisfaction in their last re- 
p3rt the improved condition of the 
patent office and the adherence to civil 
service principles ia its managements; 
but complains of the business methods 
of the postoffice department in respect 
to removals and appointments of presi- 
dential postmasters.

An Explosion Scatters a .Huu's Body 


Iu Every .Uirectlou. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Qjt. 23.—One of 


the fulminate departments of the Union 
Metallic Cartridge company was blown 
up with territic forca at 9 a. m. to day, 
causing great consternation among the 
690 employes in the maia factory. 
George Baker, and his son, Frederick 
Biker, were employed in the department 
at the time. A moment before the ex- 
plosion the son became frightened and 
fled from the plaje. Toe father was 
blown to atoms, his body being scat- 
tered in every direation. The deceased 
was over 50 years old and was con- 
sidered a very c«ef til man. The ex 
plosion shattered a large quantity of 
glass in the main building on the op- 
posite side of the street. The large 
force of operatives, mostly girls, became 
panic stricken and fled from the shop.

. ULAOSTOXIANS OK TOP. 


The Result of the Election a tienuiue 


Surprise in London. 


LOKDOJJ, Oct. 23.—The result of 


Cicle's election, which transfers the seat 
from the conservatives to the Gladston- 
iane, was a genuine surprise to both 
parties. The interest in the contest was 
intense and for several hours last even- 
ing thousands of persons crowded Fleet 
street awaiting the announcement of the 
vote. When the news came the liberal 
element, which greatly predominated, 
set up a tremendous cheer, which was 
again and again taken up as the full 
significance of victory would force itself 
upon the minds of the delighted liber- 
als. 


Mr. Roby, the liberal candidate, was 


favored both by the temperance and 
labor organizations, having 
declared 


himself for an eight hour law and also 
for local option as to licensing the sale 
of intoxicating liquora and against com- 
pensating publicans at the expense of 
rate payers for the withdrawal of li- 
censes. The Irish vote in the district, 
about GOO strong, also voted for Roby. 
The conservative candidate, Mr. Edger- 
ton, had on his side the influence long 
exercised by his family as extensive 
owners of mines and was supported by 
the Church of England temperance so- 
ciety. 


The candidacy of Hon. Arthur J. 


Balfour, chief secretary of Ireland, for 
the honorary position of lord record of 
the Uuiveraity of Glasgow, which lias 
been regarded as equivalent to his elec- 
tion, is to be opposed by the earl of 
Aberdeen, who is backed by influence 
in many respects more powerful than 
that exercised in behalf of the nephew 
of Lord Salisbury. TheEirl of Aber- 
deen is a staunch Gladstonian, and the 
contest for the recordershipwill be waged 
upon as purely political lines as though 
the position were an elective one in 
•which the parliamentary electors could 
express their preferences at the polls. 


Mr. Balfour, since his arrival in Ire- 


land,hos gone nowhere in public without 
the attendance of two constables. He 
is at present engaged in receiving and 
examining reports in relation to the 
potatoe with a view to strengthening 
his contention that the situation is not 
as bad as it is represented to be.

Bodies of Two Negro Boys Found in a 


Decomposed State. 


FREDERICKS BUBG, Va., Oot. 23.—In- 


formatiom from Spotteylvania county 
says that in the neighborhood of Peaks, 
a few days ago, a gentleman, while 
hunting in a backwoods, came near a 
miserable hut in which it was known 
lived a family of negroes. He noticed 
that the air was filled with a horrible 
stench, and that buzzards sat areund in 
the trees near by. The bodies of two 
negro boys ia a decomposed state were 
found in the hat. 


It seems that they had fought several 


days previous, and one of them bad 
killed the other, while from the wounds 
that the other one had received death 
resulted. A child in the hut had its 
collar bone broken, and was in a critical 
condition. 
Another male child who 


was ill wag so cruelly bandaged by the 
woman who had him in charge that the 
little fellow w is suffering horribly when 
diseovered. The negroes in charge of 
the children have been arrested and 
wi}l be tried at being parties to the 
crime. 


SHALL POX 


Attacking Thousands of Persons in 


Madrid. 


MADRID, Oot. 23.—The small pox 


epidemic which ia prevailing in Madrid 
rapidly assumes graver proportions. 
The number of persons affected are 
counted by thousands and the authori- 
ties are resorting to every possible 
measure to check the spread of the dis- 
ease. As a means to this end the gov- 
ernment has ordered that all servants 
and soldiers be vaoinated and has pre- 
scribed severe punishment for those 
who shall seek to evade the operation.

Troops Called Out lu Oeorgla to Sup- 


press Xegroes Who are Doing 


Bloody Work. 


ATLANTA, Ga, Oat. 
23.— Governor 


Gordon last night received an appeal for 
troops from the sheriff of Coffee county, 
who telegraphed 
the 
negroes were 


shooting down the whites. The scene 
is twenty miles from the nearest tele- 
graph station and no particulars were 
obtainable. 


Negroes constitute a large proportion 


of the population of this county, and 
the county has been the scene of several 
race troubles. Much of the territory is 
covered with deneo pine forests, the 
working of which, for turpentine, em- 
ployes large numbers of both white and 
black. These are very illiterate and 
there is much race prejudice, which 
frequently leads to conflicts, Douglass, 
the county seat, is a small village of a 
most primitive sort. The population of 
the county is only a few thousand. 


At midnight word was received from 


Wayoross that the rioters are led by a 
white man named L. J). Varna, who 
operates a turpentine still. He had 
a dispute about some land of Thomas 
Zeers, and while attempting to gain 
possession Zeers shot one of the negroes 
dead, and later with a gang of men, at- 
tacked Varna's hands. The negroes 
then resolved on retaliation, and shot 
three of them fatally—B. E. McLen- 


den, 
Frank Zeers, Thomas Zeers, and a 


companion 
named 
Hendrioks. 
The 


negroes are described by tho messenger 
who brought the news to Waycross as 
being furious. 


IHBATH K\ FIRE. 


A ratal Early Morning Blaze at

a legal holiday. The act says: "All 
election days shall bo legal holidays 
throughout the district or municipality 
in which tho election is held," and to 
make it binding, section 4-t of tke elec- 
tion law provides that every officer of 
any corporation, owner, superintendent, 
overseer or foreman, who employs or 
psrmits to be employed, any person 
upon election day during a period of 
four hours after the opening of the 
election, except as to works of necessity 
in which every employe shall be given 
some period of four hours between the 
opening and closing of the polls, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor aud 
liable to a heavy fine.

was used, aud it was ascertained that 
there were only 2,200 of the pads in 
stock in the United States, These were 
taken 
and orders were distributed 


among all tho manufacturers for C.800 
more. These will bo furnished rapidly 
to the board, and as fo&t as received will 
bo distributed to the precincts. 


Preparations for the election are 


making on an extensive scale. The 
state's expenses alone will be §20,000. 
The additional espense to the co untie 
is estimated at half a million. The 
state furnishes the sample ballots to bo 
posted on the walls, a million ballots, 
bearing tho names of tho state candi 
dates, 10,000 ink pads, three small me- 
tallic tubes of iuk to each of the 3,000 
precincts, and to each election board 
four copies of the election law, aad a 
like number of the decision of the 
supremo court, declaring the registras 
tion clause invalid. Tho counties pay 
the expenses of the members of the elec 
tion boards, 
purchase tho election 


booths, print county and legislative 
tickets, etc. The largest items of es- 
penEo conies from the 
purchase of 


booths—some of them having been 
bought at £18 each, or §43 for each pre- 
cinct. 


An army of 21,000 men will bo in the 


employ of tho counties Nov. 4. This is 
12,000 more than were employed under 
the old law. Tho new law provides for 
seven officers to the precinct. Form- 
erly ther-j were live men to tho preoiuct. 
All the election officers will be voters. 
Their pay will vary from $1.56 to §5 
each.
